PRODUCT REVIEW 


With the rapid flow of new solidstate 
transceivers from “across the pond” it has 
become quite difficult to keep up with all 
the models. They all have a lot of “bells 
and whistles", but how do they perform for 
DXers? With input from our knowledgeable 
membership we hope to pass along informa- 
tion regarding different rigs and how they 
stack-up against other radios being used 
for the same purpose. 

For our first review we chose an add-on 
product that Ted WA4VCC and yours truly 
believe is the greatest item to come along 
in quite some time. Due to a lack of 
"punch" in the processor of the ICOM 730, 
740 and Kenwood 430S, compared to the 
Kenwood 830S and 930S, a remedy was sought. 
A couple of modifications for this problem 
are available, however, the audio still 
suffers. Then we came across Bob Heil of 
Heil, Ltd. He has developed a microphone 
element and microphone equalizer. The 
bottom line on these products is that 


used together proper] they will eliminate 
the need for a procpssor. Net’ only will 
you get through to the DX gtation, they 
will be better able! to understand your 
call.”
